From the Globe: 


REPEAL OF THE DEPOSITE ACT 
OF 1836. 
The bill-for the repeal of this act has 
assed the Senate, and passed oy a majo 
jrity which shows the decided opinion of 
that body. 

The propriety of the repeal rests upon 
several strong grounds, which were relied 
upon in the debate: 

1, The provisions of the act defeated its 
ibeneficial operation towards the banks, 
after the general suspension of specie pay- 
ments in May, 1837, It was passed when 
there was a larve surplus in the Treasury, 
and had particular reference to the salety 
of that surplus; but the suspension de- 
stroyed its character as a deposite law, by 
destroying the power to make deposites in 
bank, or to continue the keeping of the 
public money with those institutions. 

2 This suspension of specie payments 
by the banks, threw the public money back 
upon the hande of the Executive, by an ex- 
‘press provision of the 8th section of the 
deposite law, there being no banks in the 
country which could be selected as public 
(depositories. 

3. Io that state of things Congress was 
jespecially convened in September last, and 
the Senate passed a bill to regulate the 
keeping of the money by the officers of the 

overnment, there being then, compara- 
tively speaking, nO specie paying banke in 
the country. ‘The bill was laid upon the 
table by the House of Representatives, 
without any effort to consider or amend it, 
or to establish any other sysiem for keeping 
the public money by regulation of law. 
Thus closed the extra session of Congress 
of September and October, 1837. 

4, At the commencement of the present 
session of Congress, the President again 
recommended the Independent ‘Treasury 
system, aod the Senate passed and sent to 
the House a bill to establish it. That 
bill went to the House before any portion 
of the banks of the country had resumed 
specie payments, and was again laid upon 
the table in that body, withou! an effurt tu 
amend or modify it, or to establish any other 
jsystem for the tegal custody of the public 
money. 

5. The Senate remained inactive from 
this period, and the House pursued its or- 
dinary ‘business, until about two weeks

We have it not in our power to report the 
proceedings at present, but we hope to lo 
so ata future day.

The friends 
of the Independent Treasary will prefer to 
put an end tothe keeping and use by the 
banks, to leave the money in the care of the 
regularly appointed fiscal officers of the 
Government, and to await the decision of 
the people upon the issue, rather than to 
surrender it either to Mr. Biddle to inouce 
him to resume specie payment, or (0 yield 
it again to those State banks which have 
once failed as public depositories, tnd 
charged that failure to the action of Con- 
gress and the Executive.

wet; let it remain till dry; then comb the hairin an 
opposite direction; repeal it till brown, and so on 
till the hair becomes black. The application 
should be made, the person sitting in the sun, for 
the brighter the #tmosphere, the finer the dye be- 
comes. If applied at night, orin the damp, it will 
not have the desired effect. 

4th. The day after the application of the dye, 
wash the bair ina solution of salt. (Form it of one 
ounce of salt to one pint ot rain water.) This will 
set the color, and give it brilliancy. 

Lastly. To avoid soiling the Skin or Linen, 
throw a cloth over the shou'ders, Wear gloves to 
protect the hands, and should any of the liquid ac- 
cidentally drop upon the skin, wipe it off immedi- 
ately with a wel towel, and be careful not to take 
overmuch of the dye in the sponge at once, It may 
not be amiss to observe, that after the dye is set, 
washing the hair will rather improve than be any
